dianapolis, today, as follows: 
"Can- 


not hold teamsters at work 24 hours 
longer. If you do not order a strike 
they will go out-anyhow." 


As a matter of fact most of them are 


oxit alreeady. 
The union switchmen 


are meeting today and they, too. may 
go out 
They assured the butchers 


y'esterday that they would refuse to 
handle the nonunion product of the 
plant or cars containing it. Mr. Don- 
nelly feays he does not wish to involve

Place a candle on a table and light it. 


Place a lamp chimney over it, and aft- 
er a few minutes yon will see the can- 
dle flame go out. This peculiar result 
is due to the rapid accumulation of tbe 
products of combustion in the lower 
part' of the chimney. The vitiated air 
soon extinguishes the flame. 


How can we still retain the protec- 


tion of tbe chimney and avoid putting 
out the flame? 


Of course we might place the chim- 


ney on three or four supports and thus, 
admitting plenty of fresh air at tbe 
lower end, insure perfect combustion 
by the circulation of the heated air. 
Sucli is tiie iiieliiuti we use in aii out 
ordinary lamps. 


But there is a more original solution 


of the difficulty. Place a bit of iron 
wire horizontally on the chimney top. 
A hairpin will answer. Then bend a 
visiting card, exactly the width of the 
chimney, in sucb a way that tbe book- 
ed part will hang over the wire au'd the 
longer end hang down the chimney. 
You will thus have divided tbe chim- 
ney into two equal portions at the top 
by the aid of your little two inch dia- 
phragm. From this instant you will 
observe that the candle burns with re- 
newed vitality. The reason of this is 
that fresh air descends upon the flame 
on one side of the cardboard, while on 
the other rise the products of com- 
bustion. 


This double circulation you may 


prove by holding a lighted match to 
the chimney top. On one side of the 
card its flame is sucked in, on the oth- 
er side obstinately rejected. 


In order to make sure that no air 


enters at the base of the chimney you 
can place it in a soup plate full of wa- 
ter. 


Wy»torloim Jewaliarp. 


A jewsharp is placed at tbe mouth 


and apparently played for awhile by 
the finger in the ordinary way. Grad- 
ually, however, the young magician 
moves his finger away and begins beat 
ing time with it, while the jewsharp, 
strange to say, continues to play in 
the most marvelous manner. 


In order to show his audience tbat 


there is no thread connecting his 'finger 
with the tongue of the harp be asks 
them to watch him while he passes 
his "magic" wand about it in every di- 
rection. 


The trick is this: -Your jewsharp ntust 


have a very flexible tongue, first of all. 
Cover the tip of it with a bit of seal- 
ing wax. Place it so that the tongue 
ofe it is inside your mouth. 


Now place the tip of your tongue 


against the tip of the harp tongue and, 
pushing both out together, suddenly 
pull your tongue back. 


You will find that the harp will 


twang in the same way as if you had 
pulled it out with your finger. 


A little" practice' will make you able 


to play the jewsharp just as readily 
this way as by uslug your finger. 


Of course, when you begin to show 


the'trick you put your right forefinger 
to the month and move it as if playing 
In the ordinary way. This makes your 
audience believe that tbe tongue of 
the jewsharp is outside your mouth in- 
stead of inside.
